Mr. Justice Walsh expresses the 
view that “taking all the facts, cir- 
cumstances and conditions surround: 
ing this case, the manner in which 
the road was constructed and main- 
tained was sufficient, safe and reason: 
able for all ordinary traffic by per: 
sons using ordinary care.” 

The trial judge continues his judg- 
ment as follows: 

‘T have not been able to satisfy 
myself that the maintenance of this 
road in the same physical conditions 
that marked it when it came under 
the defendant's control, nine years 
ago, is, under the circumstances, such 
a breach of the Statutory duty impos- 
ed upon it to keep it in repair as to 
make the defendant answerable — in 
damages for the plaintiff's misfortune. 
This is the first accident of any kind 
which, so far as the evidence  dis- 
closes, ever occurred upon it. There 
is no suggestion of any complaint of 
It having ever been made to the muni- 
cipal authorities, It has been used in 
perfect safety by vehicular traffic of 
a much more difficult kind to handle 
than that with which the — plaintiff 
came to grief and under much less 
favorable conditions.

145 homesteads 
and seven soldier grants were filed 
upon during the first three weeks, 
the entire month of November last 
year furnished a total of only 77, and 
November, 1924, a total of 74 entries.

Alberta Wins Big Corn Trophy 

The Ogilvie. challenge cup present- 
ed for the best ten ears of corn 
shown in. the three prairie provinces, 
was won by an Alberta exhibit this 
year, in the open class at the Saskat- 
chewan corn show at Estevan las‘ 
week, The exhibit was made by Geo. 
Worthy of: Medicine Hat, and consist- 
ed of ten ears of Minnesota No. 12. 
This isa new honor for Alberta in 
corn. At the recent provincial show 
held at Medicine Hat there were about 
2.600 ears of corn on exhibit, and of 
better. quality than last year. 

Government Offices in South 

Offices will be established in Cal- 
gary for the Alberta government, to 
be occupied regularly by Premier 
Brownlee or othcr ministers for the 
purpose of meeting delegations and 
hearing representations with respect 
to. matters.concerning the south part 
of the province. 

Alberte Oil and Gas Productions 

Alberta deep gas wells for the first 
time in history, produced more gas 
than Ontario during the year 1925, 
according to statistics issued hy the 
bureau of statistics. Production of 
9,119,500 thousand cubic feet by Al- 
berta wells is recorded against 7,143,- 
262 for Ontarfo. In 1925 Ontario pro- 
duced 145,234 barrels of ofl, while Al- 
berta produced 183,491. A total of 
2, 885 wells were in operation in Can- 
ada during the year, 

Big Year for, Savings Certificates 

The year 1926 has been the best 
year for the sale of savings certifi- 
cates yet experienced. The net de 
posites for the ten months ending in 
October were -$2,976,004.63, which ts 
greater by $830,000 than the entire 
year of 1925. October was a very 
heavy month; the net deposits being 
$796,792.42, the heaviest month of the 
year. The total net purchases of 
certificates for the ten years the sys- 
tem has been running have been $10,- 
651,826.31. 

Conserve Seed Oats 

All possible sleps are being taken 
by the ‘provincial and dominion seed 
branches to conserve the supply of 
seed oats in the province, due to the 
shortage which exists. The elevator 
companies are responding to the re- 
quest that they store whatever seed 
oats-are available, and it is hoped 
that if all the elevator companies do 
this, rather than ship the oats out of 
the province, ‘the situation can be 
taken care of. Farmers who need 
seed oats should apply to the eleva- 
tors at once, Those farmers who 
have seed oats they wish to use for 
seed should obtain a germination test 
as soon as possible.

Calgary, Nov. 27.—‘Population — to- 
day is possibly the most important 
factor we haye to face in the develop- 
ment of our provincial institutions. 
I know that in some quarters there 
is a feeling that we should not bring 
more people into Alberta because the 
more you increase the production, 
say of wheat, the lower the prices 
will be. To me that is a most falla- 
cious argument.” 

It was in this manner that Premier 
J. BE. Brownlee addressed a banquet 
of the delegates altending the Alber- 
ta Association of Municipal districts 
on Thursday evening, in referring to 
the problems that were confronting 
the central government at the pre- 
sent time, during which he touched, 


railways, immigration and other mat- 
ters, 


Mr. Brownlee said that in a careful} 


calculation made by: provincial auth- 
orities showed that if they could in- 
crease the population of the province 
by 150,000 in the country, and 50,000 
in the cities, they would increase the 
revenue of the provincial government 
by more than $2,000,000, and even 
with that he did not include the 
money that would be derived from the 
sale of school lands, 

He contrasted the area of Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba to Alberta. Al- 
berta had approximately 2,000,000 ac- 
res more than those provinces, but 
if they took the map of the three 
provinces showing settlement they 
would be struck by the fact that set- 
tlemeny, in Alberta north and south ex- 
tended for a much greater distance 
than in Saskatchewan, while in Man- 
itoba they would find that the popu- 
lation for the greater part cevered a 
small and compact area, 

Turning to the highways question, 
Mr. Brownlee said that for some years 
past they had witnessed the develop- 
ment of highway traffic in all civiliz- 
ed countries. Any country that hoped 
to develop industrially, particularly 
farming, must have an adequate high 
way system, he

Edmonton.—The first plant in 
Canada, outside of British Colum- 
bia, for the freezing of fish, poultry 
and eggs under the Otteson process, 
will be operating in this city by 
June 1st, according to P. Johnson, 
managing director of the Johnson 
Fisheries, Limited.

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Victoria—The new‘ drydock just 
completed ut: Esquimalt, Victoria, is 
the second largest.in. the world and 
only 29 feet shorter than the Com. 
monwealth dock at Boston. This 
giant dock, hewn out of. solid rock, 
cost $6,000,000 and measures 1,150 
feet long, 149 feet wide at the top 
and 125 at the bottom. Its depth is 
49 feet 5 inches with 40 feet of 
water in the sills at high water. The 
dock will take the largest ship 
afloat. 


The shipment of Canadian apples 
to England and to many centres on 
the Continent is expected to be 
heavier this year than ever experi- 
enced, according to J. R. Martin, 
manager of the foreign freight de- 
partment of the Canadian Pacific 
Express Company. About three 
years ago the practice of sending 
Canadian apples to the Old Country 
as Christmas gifts became popular, 
and the shipment each year have 
correspondingly increased. 

Facilities at the Eastern Public 
Cattle Market in Montreal have 
been augmented by the addition of 
‘a new export cattle building, which 
was opened recently.

Reviewers say 
it is the best book Mr. Gibbon has 
yet produced; it certainly holds the 
attention from first to last, and if 
one or two of its characters are 
amazingly unlike the ordinary run 
of people, that makes the book all 
the more thrilling.

The Telefunken Company of Ber- 
lin has received an order for a send- 
ing and receiving wireless high 
power station to be erected near 
Nagoya in Central Japan. This sta- 
tion is expected to be the largest 
high powered one in the world. 


Ottawa--The popular bicycle is 
still helding its own against motor 
cycle and flivver.

Fredericton, ‘New Brunswick.-A 
moose with antlers spreading 64 
inches was shot in the New Bruns- 
wick woods by William Proudfoot of 
Dobbs’ Ferry, New York, while a 
companion of his, F, C. Chesbrough, 
of New York City, brought down a 
lordly animal with an antler spread 
of 57 inches. Mr. Proudfoot's trophy 
creates a record for the season. 


Vice-Admiral Sir Walter Cowan, 
K.C.B., of two visiting British 
cruisers to Philadelphia Navy Yards 
recently, was one of the most en- 
thusiastic passengers on the Cana- 
dian Pacifie’s miniature train at 
Treasure Island, the C.P.R.’s exhibit 
at the Sesqui-Centennial Exposition 
in Philadelphia. The Admiral thor- 
oughly ‘enjoyed the ten-minute 
“Transcontinental” journey from 
Quebec to Vancouver. 


In‘an effort to increase the num-. 
ber of ducks and muskrats in the 
northern part of the Province: of 
Manitoba, by providing additional 
sustenance, the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has sent north 
sacks of wild rice to be sown by 
aeroplane over the vast duck marsh 
known as Moose and Cedar Lakes. 
This constitutes an area 20 miles 
wide and 90 miles long, and is the 
largest duck marsh and muskrat 
harborage on the continent. 


An attempt is being made by the 
Canadian railroad companies to 
have the construction of baggage 
receptables standardized in order to 
facilitute its handling.
